THE ENGLISH DIVORCE COUET. 

Tlie now Divorce Law in Englnnd li.is 
been working tin) well. The niiinbcr ofj 
ciici deiiiaiiding relief is so great a.s to call 
for a liirf;er foren of Jii(l;xeH to dispose of 
tiicin. Tlie seven .Tiiili;n?i vrlio woro twoyenr.'i 
ago thouglit fiuflicient, nrc found jrat^ting. 
and Lord Chancellor Campbell proposes 
making it the duty of all the sisteea Judges 
of England to take their turn at nnsplieing 
discordant couple.''. The LordCliancellor, in 
bringing tlio .«u!ij('ot before the llou.^o of 
Lords iliihul vise increasing the gross number 
(if.Iiidgcs, but an addition to the force of the 
I'robatc and Diyoroo Court by calling in the 
help of those , now existing, in rotation. 
Ooo reason of tnis scorns to bo that it is 
clear that the press of business will bo as 
groat when tlie new Court has. to deal only 
with the regularly accruing fresh eases. 
The great press of work has boon occasioned 
by the crowd of chronic siiiVerors who have 
graspcil at the first cIianiM' from their hold 
out to tlii'iii of reiiel'matrimonial disorders, 
lliliiei'to, no one t(j poor to lie aljle to ulilain a 
veriiict witlidamagcs against the aclulterei- 
theCourtsof Law, iind a divorced uunsa il 
//(yro in the Parliament toask for an act of 
Divorce the Ecclesiastical Courts, could ap- 
proach which would permit him to marry 
again. And women had not even this 
cliaiK.'o as lliore was no instancoof a woman's 
getting this relief, iiiilr!>is where tlie Inislnuwl 
jiadcommitteil adiilterv with lier<jwn sister. 
Now (.'ases 111 long standingare brought into 
Court, and it '(-annot be inforrnj till thesis 
arc worked oQ', what the aanunt of steady 
business will bo. But this very fact shows 
the amount of domestic misery which had 
been aeeuinnlatiiig fir so lon;^. and whic'li 
hail (lenianileil that this speries of juslin' 
kIiohIiI b? iiKule the right of all, and not 
merely the luxury of the rich. 

Another propositioncf the Luni Chancel- 
lor is to porinit the Divorce (^'onrt to sit 
with elosod ' doors, whoncvcr the .fudges 
think that public decency rerpiires kucIi 
(iCfregatioii. Now, il can onlv be done by 
consent of iiarties. Several nulilo birds 
(i])piised thi.s idausc, m; I lie gonnral groninl 
(if the right of the publii; to l;n nv wli:it 
was lining in its courts, and the iinpoi tance 
of publicity to provout ubiisc of )iower. — 
The majority, howovor, agreed to it, so 
that thoro is danger of this source of pub- 
lie aninsemiMit lieing sii]ipressod, The op- 
position was e:irni',-' , and it i.s not likely 
that public sentiment and miblio curiosity 
AYill permit the closing of the doors of this 



triljimal, except in case of I'.ic most revolt- 
ing character. And in those cases it will 
be ]ierl'ectly inuper.'itive, iiiasiiiach as these 
eases are the very ones almat which the 
most morbid interest will be felt, and at the 
facts of which jtcople will get one way or 
another. Another clause proposes to give 
the Divorce Court the power of making 
such orilers as it thinks right for (be cns- 
loily of the children of tin; disxilvcil niar- 
riage. 'i'liey eiin now bo taken I'mni the 
father only through tin' tedious and expen- 
sive jiroccss of a resort to Chaneerv. This 
will bo a long step in the right direction, 
and the proposal comes with n good grace 
from the Lord Chancellor, who is the legal 
guar.liaa of all such waifs and cstrays. — 
And it is proposed to authorii;o the Court 
to call in the assistance of (be Attiu-ney- 
(b:;iu'ral in cases wlieic it has reason to 
believe that there is eoUiisioa belwt'Cn the 
parties. All those propositioua were fully 
discussed and strongly controverted, but 
thoy all were retained, in thia bill as it wont 
through the committee, i - . i ( . :.l „ - 

Another clauBo.was admitted to the bill, 
with the Chancellor's consent, permitting 
liorsuns doinieiled in Ireland. Lidia, or any 
of the ciiloinies, to sue for ilivnrco belbre 
ibis Court. Scotland was not iuelnde.l, us 
it is already 1 11 rn i>lieil w.ltli the iiei'Cssary 
machinery for breaking tlio--c fetters she 
used to provide a blacksmith to put on. — 
I'he fact that a majority- of tlio Irish Judges 
are Ciithrtlics, who have an invincible re- 
pugnance to any dissolution tif marriage 
liy 11 less infallible anllmrity tluui th it of 
the Holy Father at lionie, remli-rs it im- 
possible to estnlilish a c'lnirt in that king- 
iloni anaiogoiis to the Mnglish one. The 
only remedy the Irish have in such eala- 
riity is the uhl one of an Act of Farliauient, 
preceded by the actions in the Cuininon 
Law and Eeclesiastioal Courts. Indeed, 
it was Stated that 'Irish parties desirous of 
divorce had removed to IiOndon and tieipiir- 
cd domiidlo there, fir the purpose of get- 
ting within its jurisdiction. 

M'hen we consiiler how entire :t change 
the erection of the Divorce Court workcil 
in the long accustomed habits of mind and 
action of the English people, it must be 
allowed to havojastifiod too wisdom that 
planned and oRtahlished it. No word is 
saiil by the most violent ofits (iriginal op- 
posers against its general working, or in 
favor of its abolition. All seein dusiroiis 
of making its operation as perleet as possi- 
ble; and, though there must be wide diver- 
sities of opinion as to the lest way of doin'g 
this, these very differences must llnally re- 
.sult in its increased dignity and usefulness.

Treat all men alike. Competition is the 
best safeguard to tho public to be served 
•well nnd chonply, If a gas company is 
saddled on tho town for one or seven y oars, 
the cousunier will be oiiar;^od what tiio 
L'omi>any plea'^iw,— -a i-cliemc will be started 
to tax the town for lij^htin^ tho Streets, - 
and the public will iiavo no guarantee after 
the original stock-lioldors soil their scrip 
that the Company will exist afterwards, 
pree trado and no monoply is the doctrine. 
If the petitioners oannot supply tho town 
with L^asou tho general prineiple oI'Iju- ini-ss 
uompetitiuu some one else will as m in us 
ihQre is evidence that it v.ill pay.

From the ,Atlantie . States and Europe. 

The steamsliip Northerner arrived nt 
Port Townsend yesterday noou, with the 
Atlantic and European mails, from New- 
York to the 20th ult. By steamer Julia, 
from Port Townsond last evening, wo are 
placed ill possessioQ of news per Nortli- 
ernor. ' . ■ 

Lieut. Qem Winfield 'Scott arrived at 
Port Townsond on tho mail steamer, ac- 
companied by Col. L. Thomas, Asst. Adjt. 
General, and Col. 0. W. Lay, Military 
Secretary. The AVasIiin}>;ton correspon- 
dent of the N. Y. Herald under date of 
Sept. 19th, says: 

I am authorized to say that tho sending 
Gou. Scott to tho. Pacific ooost is simply to 
prevent complications in tho San tJuaii 
aflair. It hnplies no censure npon Gen. 
Harney. Ocn. Scott was selected because 
of his experience and clear judgement, and 
because there was no otlicr General who 
could bo sent to supcrsodo or rank Gen. 
Harney without iniplyuig disapprobotion. 
Tho administration dues not apprehend 
any serious difficulty, and hopes tho Brit- 
ish government will bo brouj^ht to soo our 
undoubted right to the Island of San Juan. 
Lord Lyons had a lon;^ intsrviow with the 
Secretary of State to-day in rofrnrd to tho 
Island of San Juan. His lordship is of 
opinion that tho questions in dispute be- 
tween tho two governments will Do satis- 
factorily arranged. 

The same correspondent under date of 
Sept 14th, says Colonel Hawkins yester- 
day brought de.spatelies concerning tho 
San Juan dispute to the British Lega- 
tion, and then left for New York to take 
^lassiige for England, with despatches from 
(iovernor Dougla.'' to Her Majesty's gov- 
ernment on tho same subject. 

Mr. Campbell, Boundary Commissioner, 
who has been engaged for upwards of two 
years in arranging the boundary in dispute, 
Iiad before him tlio full and entire viewa of 
our government upon the subject, and as 
the administration supposed had nearly 
arranged the whole matter, when i-itcUi- 
geuco of Gen. Harney's seizure of tho island 
of San Juan reached 'Woshington. Tho 
ndminstration are .somewhat, at a loss to 
know-whnt to do, inasmuch as they have 
uot heard one word from Mr. Campbell 
Bince the difficult}'. 

No increase of tho United States naval 
forces in the Pacific is contemplated in nun- 
BoquencB^of the Sau Juan Island di.^putc. 
•Washinoton, Sept. 15, lOoO. 

Th,e recentv;Cpnv8ntion between (jrcat 
Britian and Guatemala, defining the Ixnin- 
daries of Belize, does not threaten a distur- 
bance of our peaceful relatinns ^vitil Kiig- 
liind nor embarrass tho settlement of our 
Central American differences. 

The "Washington correspondent of tho 
N. Y. Tribune says ; 

Gen. Scqtt's mission to the Pacific became 

necessary; hcoause the Administration was 
unwilling to recede from the position taken 
by Gen. Harney, and is yet indis|)osed to 
advanco. His instructions confer full ilis- 
cretion to prosorvu peaco until diplomacy 
can adjust tlie diircrcnce ; or, if a collision 
should have occurred, about which tho 
Prosident entertains some anxiety, to effect 
tomporary ariangenionts. Lord Lyons has 
united in friendly efforts to effect a settle- 
ment. 

If tho supposition cntortaincd in army 
circles bo correct, that a joint occupation 
of the island of San Juan precedent to de- 
cision by negotiations, will result from 
Qen. Scott's mission, then tho report that 
Lord Lyons is satisfied \rith the action of 
tho Administration seems (juite reasonable.

Gen. Harnc}'.

European News. 

„We.aro in possession of European news 
to Sept. 15th, a synopsis of which wo clip 
from tho S. V. Itnllotin ; 

A terribl(> ai'ciih-nt occnri'i'!! on boanl the 
steamship (jrcal EastcM-n, during her trial 
trip. The feed-pipe casing to one of her 
fiinnels exploded, and live of her fnonicn 
were instantly killed, while a number of 
otherB >(f ore badly wounded, ^ho furniture 



and cabin of tho steamer wore considerably 
injured. The damn;;; thus sustained was 
estimated at -€.5,000. Otherwise, tho ship 
and mauhinory sustained no serious injury. 
Mr. Scott Kussell had undertalton to repair 
tho steamer, and engaged to have her ready 
for sea within throe weeks. 

The Overland uniil from Cliliui, hud ar- 
rived nt London witii intoUigoiu'e tliat hos- 
tilities hud been renewed bcfwci^u tho Chi- 
nese and the English and Freneb forces 
befori Canton. The Knglisii and Erench 
Sccretarioa of Legation to China returned 
liomo in tho mail steamer. Tiic London 
Times says that henceforth negotiations 
must be carried on at Pekin, where no one 
can doubt Muropeans will soon bo as much 
at home and n.s safe as at I'aris. It con- 
cUulos an article with tiio following uncoin- 
plinientary reiloctions on tho American 
Ambassador : 

"Tho American Ambassador, without 
force of arms, is said to have been admitted 
at Polcin,:. .Of course ho had a noculiar 
claim to this exceptionable privilege, on 
account of tho assistance given to tin; Chi- 
nese mandarins to deprive us of the just 
fruits of the late successful war. Whether 
this or some now chiiui of the same charac- 
ter rendered him mure admissiblothiiii those 
who had opened the way to him, does not 
yet appear. If the Americans can open 
China by peaceful methods, lot them do it, 
but thus far thoy seem better able to help 
tiiemsolvcs than do anything for the world 
at large."
